13.—W hat has 
been suspected by m any of the dele­ 
gates to the m iners’ conv ention and 
feared by all. came to light in discuss­ 
ing the reports of officers when it was 
discov ered that the treasury is prac­ 
tically bank rupt and the organization 
is in debt to locals for borrowed money 
to the amount of $125,000. 
In addition 
to this there is an ov erdraft of $2,000 
unpaid, and to meet the expenses of 
this conv ention the miners m ust de­ 
pend upon the assessm ents of the pres­ 
ent week . 
This condition, contrasted with that 
of fiv e years ago. when the organiza­ 
tion had a bank balance of nearly $1,- 
000.000. is creating more discussion 
than the quarrel between President 
Lewis and Walk er, for the delegates 
declare that with 85,000 men idle and 
the treasury bank rupt there seems 
nothing in store for them but to return 
to work on the term s offered by the 
operators, 
l^ewis and his supporters 
believ e the financial condition will 
bring the Illinois miners to respect 
the agreement made by the executiv e 
board with the operators, though there 
is much criticism of his adm inistra­ 
tion because of what is believ ed to be 
needless expenditure of money. 
Since the strik e was inaugurated in 
April the executiv e board has ordered 
the payment of benefits to the strik ers 
aggregating $65,000 a week and these 
on Aug. 8 totaled $674,000. 
The ex­ 
penses of the organization in the same 
time, including the payment of organ­ 
izers, aggregated $185,338, leav ing the 
treasury bare on the day the conv en­ 
tion assembled and with nothing to 
depend on except the 25 cents per 
we» k assessm ent which each m iner at 
work is expet icd to pay. 
President Lewis has been placed on 
the defensiv e by this condition, but 
say s ev ery cent paid out was orderéd 
by the executiv e board and that the 
organization has nothing to fear if Illi­ 
nois miners will obey the board's or­ 
ders and return to work .

W. H. Book, pastor of 
the Tab ernacle 
Christian 
chu rch, 
preached 
last 
Su nday 
nig ht 
on 
the su b ject, “Is 
Local 
Option a 
Failu re 
in 
Colu mb u s?” 
He 
de­ 
clared th at it is not, and he g av e his 
reasons at leng th say s the Colu mb u s 
Repu b lican. 
Mr. Book said that the history of 
ev ery 
temperance 
commu nity 
had 
b een that ev ery effort was pu t forth 
du ring the first two “dry ” y ears to 
make the local option law appear ob ­ 
nox iou s. 
He said he had fou nd in 
this connection th at those who y elled 
b lind tig ers the lou dest were g eneral­ 
ly those who had v oted “ wet” and 
who wanted the saloons b ack ag ain. 
With respect to the statement that 
more liq u or is sold in “dry ” than in 
“wet” territories. 
Mr. 
Book 
said 
this was fal>e on its face, or else the 
b rewers and distillers wou ld all b e 
v oting and working “dry ” in order 
to increase their sales. 
Mr. Book declared that open s a ­ 
loons will not do away with b lind 
tig ers. 
He pointed to Gary , Indiana­ 
polis, and other places where there 
are licensed saloons, and said tliai 
these places had b lind tig ers also. 
The saloon does not do away with the 
b lind tig er in any commu nity , he in­ 
sisted. 
In reply to the charg e that there is 
more dru nkenness now 
than 
there 
was when Colu mb u s had soloons, Mr. 
Book said that 
when 
the 
saloons 
were here the dru nk men were not 
seen on the streets. 
Instead, they 
laid arou nd saloons and worked off 
their jag s Now, he said that a dru nk 
man cou ld not b e allowed to remain 
in a b lind tig er and he was pu shed to 
the street where all mig ht see him. 
The speaker said that when Colu m- 
' u s had saloons more dru nk men and 
loafers cou ld b e seen in one sq u are 
of W ashing ton street in one day than 
can now b e seen in three m onth5? 


Another phase of the q u estion, the 
speaker said, is 
the 
charg e 
that 
more arrests are b eing made now 
than when the city was “ wet.” This 


he said, showed 
that 
the 
officers 
were enforcing the laws b etter than 
they hav e b een enforced in the past. 
He made the statem ent that if the 
laws had b een enforced as well when 
Colu mb u s had saloons as they are 
now there wou ld not b e day s enou g h 
in the y ear to try the cases of al­ 
leg ed v iolators. 
It is said that the dru g stores are 
selling the b u lk of the whiskey , the 
minister said, b u t lie denied this, and 
proceeded to tell the reasons for his 
denial. 
He stated there were at least 
fifty men employ ed 
here as saloon 
keepers and b ar tenders when the s a ­ 
loons were ru nning and 
that 
they 
were all b u sy selling liq u or. 
They 
were ou t of that b u siness now, ho 
said, and this left fifty fewer men to 
wait 
on 
the 
cu stomers 
wanting 
drinks. 
At the same time, he said, 
not a sing le dru g store in the city 
had increased its clerical force since 
the town went “dry ,” and he did not 
b eliev e that the same force cou ld sell 
as mu ch liq u or as fifty saloon keep­ 
ers and b artenders. 
Mr. Book said he had made an in­ 
v estig ation here into 
the 
economic 
side of the q u estion, and he declared 
he had fou nd there was more b u ild­ 
ing and mere repair work b eing done 
du ring the past y ear than ev er b efore 
in the history of the city . He said he 
knew of j>eople who had to b e helped 
throu g h the charitab le department of 
the chu rch du ring the time the sa­ 
loons were open and that now these 
people did not hav e to ask tor ch a r­ 
ity . 
He said lie had known men here 
who were little b etter than v ag rants 
and that now they were at work, so­ 
b er and indu striou s. 


Mr. Book said he interv iewed forty 
leading b u siness men 
in 
Colu mb u s 
and that ou t of that nu mb er only one 
! told him local option had hu rt his 
b u siness. 
On the other hand .he said 
twenty men v olu nteered 
the 
sta te ­ 
ment that their b u siness had b een in­ 
creased since the saloons went 
» lit 
and the others said they did not no­ 
tice any difference in the v olu me of 


their b u siness. 
This, he said, prov ed 
to him that local option does not kill 
a town commercially . 
Mr. Book is a 
prohib itionist at 
heart, and he pu t in a plea for the ! 
prohib ition of intox icating liq u or, de­ 
claring that the ab olition 
of 
the 
stu ff is the only way the q u estion 
will b e solv ed rig ht. 
He asked for a 
more strict law on the dru g g ists so 
that they will not b e allowed to ^o!l 
liq u or sav e where they are certain j 
it g oes for medicinal pu rposes. 
An- j 
other way to hav e local option su e- j 
cess, the minister said, was to elect j 
men to office who are in sy mpathy 
with the law and who will help en­ 
force it. 
“It takes two men to ru n a b lind 
tig er,” said Mr. Book, and he insisted 
that the man who g oes to a b lind ti­ 
g er and b u y s a drink is ju st as g u ilty 
as the man who sells the liq u or u n­ 
lawfu lly . 
He u rg ed the men of Co­ 
lu mb u s to stand b ehind the law r.nd 
the official and to g iv e moral stamina 
to the effort b eing made to enforce 
the law’s prov isions. 
Mr. Book said he felt called u pon 
to commend May or B am ab y , Chief 
of Police Cooper, and Prosecu ting 
Attorney O’Donnell for their action 
taken in the law enforcement. 
He 
said he hoped Sheriff Cox wou ld try 
and enforce the law, b ecau se he de­ 
clares he had v oted for Sheriff Cox 
and considered that the sheriff was 
his sheriff. 
He said Sheriff Cox was 
elected b y the temperance v oters of 
the cou nty and was responsib le to 
them for his actions.

tributaries it drains seventy ||*r cent. 
of the territory of the country and 
most of its lakes. 
Many beautiful lakes are situated 
in Switzerland.

Lak<* Geneva, Constance, Nefichatel., 
Maggiore, Lucerne, Zurich, fyugano, 
Thun, Bienne, Zag and Brieqjz. with 
a. combined area of 520 milef.

and snow) is 710 square milej;. Some 
of these glaciers are so easily bal­

500,000. 


Tri religion there is absolute free­ 
dom of conscience; about*

and the remainder Roman Catholic. 
Protestants are Calvoiiistic in doc­ 
trine and Presbyterian in their form 
of government.

We visited Lucerne, Basel, Geneva^ 
and Zurich. 
Lucerne is one of the 
most beautiful cities of Switzerland; 
capital of the canton of Lucerne; on 
the Reuse, at the northern end of 


Lake Lucerne. 
In the middle of die 
city rises an old tower which is be­ 
lieved to have been once a light­ 
house, Lucerena, 
and 
given 
the 
natnc' of the town. 
It has sobie, re-* 
majkqblo churches and a celebrated 
monument called the “Lion of Lu­ 
cerne,” carved in the solid rock after 
a model of Thorwaklsen, in remem­ 
brance of the Swiss guard butchered 
in 
Paris, 
Aug. IO, 1792. 
A very 
brisk tourist trade is 
carried 
on 
here. 
She 
lia^ 
a 
population 
or 
20,314. 
Basel 
one of the important cities 
of Switzerland, beautifully .situated 
on both sides of a branch of the 
Rhine river, near the head of navi­ 
gation. 
It is the most important 
commercial and manufacturing city 
of the country. 
Among its public 
buildings is a fine cathedral built in 
the lith century by Emperor Henry 
ll. The University c f Base], found­ 
ed in 1459, once had a 
very 
high 
reputation and was one of the cen­ 
ters p f Hie Protestant reformation. 
Erasmus died while in its service and 
from this place 
Luther’s 
writings 
were printed iii 1519. 
The city also 
contains a museum of natural his? 
tory, a botanical garden, and a li­ 
brary with 
160,000 
vol unum 
and 
1,000 manuscripts. 
The museum of 
art contains a fine collection’ of die 
w o rk s of the younger Holbein. 
Geneva is situated oil the Rhcnc, 
where it issues from I*ake Geneva. 
The city is of great antiquity and is 
men ti on oil in Caesar’s commentaries. 
In 456 the town name under Bur­ 
gundian sway, and in 534 it was iii - 
cor]xirateal with the kingdom .1 tile 
Francks. 
Its industry is nearly con­ 
fined to Uh* manufacture of watches, 
music boxes, and jewelry, 
which, 
however, is very considerable. 
ll-, 
trade is simply retail. 
Geneva’s monuments arc 
of 
no 
great magnificence; but its beautiful 
situation, tin* celebrated part it bas 
played in European civilization as 
tin* center of Calvinism, and the re 
iparkable manner in which its <*iii- 
zens, through centuries and at every 
risk, have shown themselves **equal 
to their position, have made Geneva 
one of the most conspicuous places in 
Europe! 
As it was, iii tile time of 
Calvin, a religious and ecclesiastical 
center, whose 
influence 
was 
felt 
throughout Europe, so it has become, 
since the end of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury, the center 
of 
a 
remarkable 
scientific activity. 
Here, livpd Rous­ 
seau. 
Belue in metorology; deSaus- 
sirre in general physics and geology; 
lh* Candolle iii botany; de la-Rive in 
electricity; Pictet 
in 
palaclon; <1- 
ogv; Melle d’Aubigrm in history; all 
masters of the first rank in their re­ 
spective sciences, 
have 
given 
it. 
celebrity. 
The educational , institu­ 
tions cf Geneva and its scientific col­ 
lections are 
very 
celebrated. Duke 
Charles IL of Brunswick, who died 
at Geneva Aug. 19r 1873* bequeathed 
to the city his whoic fortune, about 
20,000,000 francs. 
Geneva was for many centuries 
the seat of a bishop of"tim Roman 
Catholic church, but in 1528 Protest­ 
antism invaded the coon fly, which in 
1535 was adopted as the religion of 
•the State. 
During tho XVlth century 
the city was called the. Rome P ro­ 
testantism. 
There is. however, ;th- 


soluie freedom of worship and opin­ 
ion at this time. 
Zurich is situated on the Liminal, 
where it issues from the Lake of 
Zurich. 
It is a well built city, but 
somewhat old fashioned in appear­ 
ance. It has a university, a public li­ 
brary with more than 100,000 vol- 
umns, a botanical garden, 
several 
museums of natural history, poly­ 
technic school, belonging to the gov­ 
ernment, where pupils from the whole 
of Europe gather. Its manufactures 
comprise silk, cotton, leather, rib­ 
bons, and lace. 
It has a population 
of about 100,000. 
Zurich is at this time the seat of 
the United States 
Gonsul 
General. 
This post is most ably filled by Mr. 
Robert G. Mansfield whose wife is 
the daughter of Rush county’s most 
distinguished citizen, Capt. John K. 
Gowdy, who was formerly 
Consul 
General to France, a post of honor 
which lie filled with great credit to 
himself, lo Hic honor of his nation 
and tho immortal McKinley who ap­ 
pointed him to this position. 
It was 
our pleasure to make an informal 
call upon Mr. Mansfield and his wife. 
They received us most cordially and 
treated us with the most distinguish­ 
ed courtesy. 
Mr. Mansfield has the 
confidence not only of Hie people of 
the government which he represents; 
but also of the people among whom 
he lives. 
He is untiring iii his ef­ 
forts to serve his country and ren­ 
der the most meritorious service pos­ 
sible in every capacity in which he is 
called to serve.

Seizes Its Prey b y the Throat and 
Clings 
With 
Its 
Claws 
Until 
It 
Breaks the Spine of Its Victim or 
Strangles It. 


Less in size, b ut even more ferocious, 
the leopard has a worse character than 
the tiger or lion. 
Living mainly in 
trees and very nocturnal, tb is fierce 
and dangerous b east is less often seen 
than far rarer animals. 
It is widely 
spread over the world from the Cape 
of Good Hope to the Atlas mountains 
and from southern China to the Black 
sea, where it is sometimes met with in 
the Caucasus. 
Any one who has frequented the zoo 
for any time must have noticed the 
difference in size and color b etween 
leopards from different parts of the 
world. 
On some the ground color is 
almost white, in others a clear nut 
b rown. Others are jet b lack. 
Wherever they live leopards are cat­ 
tle thieves, sheep thieves, dog thieves 
and human b eing thieves. Though not 
formidab le iu appearance, they are im­ 
mensely strong, and it is not unusual 
for them to turn man eater. 
Both in 
India and in Africa they have b een 
known to set up in this line as delib ­ 
erately as any tiger. 
They have four 
or five young at a b irth. The cub s can 
b e kept tam e for some time and are 
amusing pets, b ut it is extremely dan­ 
gerous to have them ab out. 
In Hongkong an Englishman had a 
tam e leopard. It was b rought into the 
dining room b y a coolie to b e exhib it­ 
ed to the owner’s guests. 
Excited b y 
the smell of food, the leopard refused 
to go out when one of the women, who 
did not like his looks, asked that it b e 
removed. 
The coolie took hold of its 
collar and b egan to haul it out. 
It 
seized him b y the neck, b it it through 
and in a minute the coolie was dying, 
covered with b lood, on the dining 
room floor. 
The Chinese leopard ranges as far 
north as the Sib erian tiger and. like 
the latter, seems to grow larger the 
farther north It is found. 
The color 
of these northern leopards is very pale, 
the spots ore large and the fur is very 
long 
The natives of ail countries are unan­ 
imous in declaring that the leopard is 
more dangerous than the lion or tiger. 
They have no fear of the lion, provided 
they are not hunting for it. for it will 
not attack 
unless provoked, b ut a 
leopard is never to b e trusted. 
In Africa a numb er of natives were 
firing the reeds along a stream. One of 
them, a b oy. b eing thirsty and hot. 
stooped down to drink. He was imme­ 
diately seized b y a leopard. The b oy’s 
b rother, with an admirab le aim, b urled 
his spear at the leopard while the b oy 
was in b is Jaws. The point separated 
the verteb rae o f the neck, and the 
leopard fell stone dead. But the b oy 
could not recover. The leopard’s fangs 
had torn open his chest and injured the 
lungs. 
The latter were exposed to 
view through llie cavity of the rib s. 
He died during the night. 
Leopards are essentially tree liviug 
and nocturnal animals. 
Sleeping in 
trees or cave* b y day. they are seldom 
disturb ed. 
Tb ey 
do 
an 
incredib le 
amount 
of 
mischief 
among 
cattle, 
calves, sheep and dogs, b eing especial­ 
ly fond of killing and eating the latter. 
They seize their prey b y the throat 
and cling with their claws until they 
succeed in b reaking the spine or iu 
strangling the victim. 
They have a 
hab it of feeding on putrid flesh. 
This 
makes wounds inflicted b y their teeth 
or claws liab le to b lood poisouing. 
Nothing in the way of prey comes 
amiss to them, from a cow in the pas­ 
ture to a fowl up at roost. 
In the great mountain ranges of cen­ 
tral Asia the b eautiful snow leopard is 
found. 
It is a large creature, with 
thick, woolly coat and a long tail like 
a fur b oa. The color is white, clouded 
with b eautiful gray, like that of an 
Angora cat. 
The edges of the cloud­ 
ings and spots are marked with b lack 
or darker gray. 
The eyes are very 
large, b luish gray or smoke colored. 
It lives on the wild sheep. Ib ex and 
other mountain animals. 
In captivity 
It is far the tam est and gentlest of the 
large carnivora, not excepting the pu­ 
ma. 
Unlike the latter, it is a sleepy, 
quiet animal, like a domestic. 
The West African leopard skin is 
more handsome than the Asiatic, the 
spots b eing very distinct and clear. He 
and she—they usually go In couples— 
are fond of hunting cantonm ents and 
around native towus. where they pick 
up a goat and now and then a b ab y. 
One night 1 was camped in a native 
town and after I had retired the na­ 
tives, as was their custom, were sitting 
ab out a great fire asking my caravan 
all sorts of questions, for the African 
sav age is the greatest gossip In the 
world. 
Suddenly a child's cry rang 
out. followed b y a great clamor. Rush­ 
ing out to disc-ov er tbe cause o t alarm.

some time ago that Aldrich m ust not 
run again. 
It has been made known 
definitely th at he will not run. In the 
retirem ent of Mr. Ballinger, the elim­ 
ination of Speaker Cannon and the 
withdrawal of Senator Aldrich from 
public life, the leaders feel th at they 
have trimm ed the Republican ship for 
its voyage toward the fall elections. 
They think that from the shoulders of 
President Taft three burdens which 
he has carried long have been re­ 
moved. Some go so far as to say that 
in no other way can they face the 
coming fight with any chance of suc­ 
cess. 
They do not say that Mr. Taft 
has been responsible for all these acts. | 
but they point with pride to the good 
effect they will have on the country. 
It is understood in Beverly at least, 
that in Ballinger, Speaker Cannon and 
Senator Aldrich, the insurgents have 
found more material for their battles 
with the regulars than in anything the 
Taft adm inistration has done or failed 
to do. 
It is said in some places that 
the discouraging results in Kansas and 
Iowa are to be attributed to the fact 
that the insurgents harped much upon 
the connection between the adminis­ 
tration and these three men. 
W ith their active participation in af­ 
fairs at an end the leaders say the 
Insurgents will not have a leg to stand 
upon, and the 
Democrats will lose 
ground. 
N either Secretary Ballinger, Senator 
Aldrich nor Speaker Cannon found his 
elimination tasteful, it is said here. 
The senator announced his retirem ent 
m onths ago, but for a time there was 
a feeling that he might run again, just 
the same, if pressed to do so. This is 
what the west thought, according to 
information that came to Beverly. And 
on that fact the west pondered much, 
not to the advantage of the Republi­ 
cans. 
Secretary Ballinger has always 
declared that he would not retitre. 
But both he and Aldrich wTere per­ 
suaded. so the story goes, to sacrifice 
themselves for the good of the party. 
Cannon by his speeches in Kansas, 
some of those in touch with affairs de­ 
clare, did much to help the Insurgents 
gain a victory. 
That fact , perhaps 
was the last straw that determined 
those who are attem pting the rejuve­ 
nation of the party to tell Mr. Cannon, 
if he does not know it already, that he 
m ust not run for speaker again. 
It is 
said on behalf of Cannon that he has 
already told close friends that he was 
not t be considered in the contest for 
the speakership if the next house goes 
Republican. If the leaders prevail, the 
country will knowr long before the elec­ 
tions in November that the adminis­ 
tration has done with Rallinger. Al­ 
drich and Cannon.

After As cending More Than 
a Mile, 


Benjamin Prince, Youthful Balloon­ 


is t, Cut Loos e, Only to Be Jarrred 


From His Parachute and Das hed to 


Death W ithin 100 Yards of Grand­ 


s tand. 


ABbury Park, N. J., Aug. 13.—Benja­ 
min Prince, a parachute jumper, who 
last evening attem pted to float from 
one of Johnnie Mack’s hot-air balloons 
down to the aviation field of the As­ 
bury Park meet, 6,000 feet below him, 
was jolted from the crossbar below 
his parachute just as he cut loose from 
the balloon. 
His body, at first like 
a 
black shoe button against the sunset, 
came twisting and turning toward 
a 
rose garden back of George Coniveris 
farmhouse, 100 yards to the west of 
the grandstand, and struck head first 
o n the main branch of an apple tree— 
then tumbled lifeless into the garden. 
The young man had risked the jump 
fo r a $5 bill. 
Prince was twenty-one 
years old and lived with his widowed 
m other at Newark, N. J. 
He came 
here at the beginning of the present 
aviation meet with Johnnie Mack and 
Mack's wife, Dot, wrho jumped success­ 
fully yesterday afternoon, and another 
parachute 
perform er named Jam es 
Flemming, a youth slightly younger 
than Prince, whose home also is in 
Newark, where the Macks come from. 
Flemming ascended hanging to the 
same balloon with Prince, and jumped 
successfully from a height of about 
4,660 feet a 
few 
moments 
before 
Prince cut loose at the higher altitude 
to be dashed to death. Prince did not 
bother to secure himself to his trap­ 
eze, but was satisfied to go aloft" with 
only a hand grasp on the ropes sup­ 
porting his trapeze to keep him secure. 
The tragedy of the air w*as witness­ 
ed by an assemblage that included 
Governor Fort, politicians and legisla­ 
tor« from New Jersey, and a crowrd of 
more than 11,000 that had gathered to 
applaud the efforts of the air men.

Roswell, New Mexico, Aug ust 13. 
It is not a socialistic community 
that Rush county people are planning 
to build down in the soon-to-be-State 
of New Mexico, but it is a city sur­ 
rounded by beautiful farms and all 
owned by Rush county people. 
The 
place is now known as Orchard Park 
and is twelve miles south pf Roswell 
on the Sante Fe railway. 
The idea is novel and it is probable 
that it stands out by itself in the his­ 
tory of country developing . 
True, 


towns have been 
built—scores and 
scores of them—but 
seldom 
have 
they been built by men from the 
same community. 
The hopes and dreams of 
these 
men who are interested in Orchard 
Park is to have a whole community 
of Rush county 
“ outcasts” 
there. 
Not outcasts either in the true sense 
of the word for the majority of those 
who are interested come with their 
own accord—and as a rule the peo­ 
ple who live in the Pecos Valley of 
New Mexico for 
a year 
prefer to 
stay. 


Orchard Park now is a sig n board 
bearing the name of the place. That’s 
where the trains stop. 
The business 
district consists of two stores and 
a s many houses. 
In one comer of 
one of the .stores is the postoffice. 
In the rear is the hotel. 
But by 
Aug ust 19 11, Orchard Park will pre­ 


sent an altog ether different appear­ 
ance, according to those Rush county 
people who are 
interested in 
its 
g rowth. 
Briefly the 
plan is 
this. Buy a 
tract of 514 acres which lies on the 
east side 
of the 
railroad. 
The 
stretch is one of the most beautifti! 
in the Pecos Valley and after it is 
under cultivation and the town site 
is filled with houses should be thef 
“ g arden spot” of the Valley. 
One hundred and fourteen acres 
this tract is to be set aside for townj 
lots and the four hundred will b 
parcelled out to the ten men buyin 
shares in forty acre tracts. The pla 
is to put down a well that will supph 
the entire tract. 
Of course all tli 
fanning here is done by irrig ation^ 
and it is the intention to g et a well 
that will supply all 
of the 
farms. 
This tract is in the vicinity of some 


J 


of the. best wells 
that have 
beeh 
found in the 
artesian belt. 
Well 
drillers sa y there is no doubt that the 
Rush county men can g et a flowing 
well that will supply enoug n water 
for every man. 
The whole deal has not bteu com­ 
pleted yet, but it is expected that it 
will be by the end of next week (that 
is the week beg inning 
Aug ust 14). 
Several Rushville men are expected 
down here next week, leaving Rush­ 
ville Tuesday, and the Rush county 
conting ent which is already here is 
planning a royal reception for them. 
As soon as the proposition is cios- 
l work *i!l be started on the well 
eel, 
and it is the intention to g et the water 
in time to start the alfalfa crop this 
fall. 
Some of those who have al­ 
ready boug ht shares have made ar­ 
rang ements for their plowing and will 
not lose a minute in g ettine: it under 


cultivation. 
Some of the men will 
probably build homes on their farms 
while others may prefer to build in 
the town. 
Already those who ha te 
purchased are arousing some friendly 
rivalry as to who will have the best 
success in “ developing ” new land. 
In all probability “ Orchard Park” 
will pass away and in its place will 
appear “ Rushville.” There is no rea­ 
son why the State of New Mexico 
should not have a Rushville even if 
¿ te territory has been 
deficient in 
that respect. 
Already 
some of 
the “ outlying ” 
country is owned by Rush 
county 
men. 
J. H. Ball, who came to the 
Valley last February has a farm of 
180 acres just south of the place and 
Andy Guffin has purchased 160 acres 
just west, 
Alid so the idea of transplanting a 
community does not seem so iraprob-

There are three nec­ 
essities of life, food, clothing and 
shelter and a man can have all of 
these to a 
g reater or less 
deg ree. 
When he has reached a certain maxi­ 
mum, then he has finished. And then 
you can g ive money away. 
There is 
a pleasure in that, but what we need 
is more moderately rich men and not 
all of the money in the land vested 
in a few. 
“ There are some thing s in which 
the sale of the soul affects others, as 
for instance in the law. When I went 
to Nebraska, the State was all Re­ 
publican and the place where I lived 
was the same way down to the ward, 
but the chang e has not been as g reat 
as it should be, considering the in­ 
tellig ence of the residents. 
I ven­ 
tured to say once over in Baltimore 
that a joke 
which I played 
on a 
friend in colleg e, led me to cong ress, 
when some man down in the audience 
cried out that some men g ot to con­ 
g ress by playing a joke on the whole 
district. 
I defend the law because 
it is one of the g reatest professions 
in the United States, but the g reat 
question is the ability to discern the 
the truth. 
Lawyers all over the land 
are selling their souls.” 
Mr. Bryan, althoug h the owner of 
a pa|*» r himself and has taken on an 
active journalistic career, took oc­ 
casion to say that editors were a iso 
selling their souls. 
He declared that 
big newspapers were owned to con­ 
trolled, many of them, by monopolies 
and corporations and the public in 
many instances was unable to learn 
who the stockholders really 
were. 
The lecturer stated that editorials 
were sold and that even front pag e 
news stories broug ht the price.
